Unlike old-time i^eriffs who 
expected a man to carry a gun, 
the official attitude is: Don’t. 


But Grocer’s Spotlight, a trade 
newspaper for grocers in the 
Detroit area,/ offered a free 
course in gun handling for small 
businessmen and more than 200 
showed up for training last 
week. 


Police CommisskMier Ray Gir^ 
ardin opposed the course, saying 
he feared it would lead to more 
violence and shootings in hold­ 
ups, and that in many caaes tihe 
grocer’s gun might be used 
•gainst him. 


It’s only 60 some miles down 
a fireeway to Toledo Ohio, 
where pistols may be purchased 
without permits. Detroit police 
aays 100 pistols are being sold 
every day in Toledo to Mtehtjan 
residents. 


Wayne County Proaecutor Wil­ 
liam Cahalan asked Ohio author­ 
ities to do aomettiinc about it, 
but an aide to Ohio Atty. Gen. 
William Sixbe said Ohio’s gun 
laws are considered adequate 
by Ohio legislators.

MELLEN, Wis. — Calumet 
& Hecla’s Goodman Division of 
Escanaba held open house at 
its big veneer plant here Sat­ 
urday to show the hundreds 
from this little community the 
big addition which it has built 
and Uie improvements which it 
has underway. 


The open house provided a 
public look at a step forward 
by a big corporation in an area 
of the economy — wood in­ 
dustry — which has been de­ 
scribed as one of the most 
promising potentials for the fu­ 
ture of the northern Lakes 
States.

Goodman Division has put 
together old resources and new 
resources and especially new 
concepts of what industry, in­ 
ventive and enterprising, might 
make out of a huge forest re­ 
source. Its plans are still ex­ 
pansive and it is operating in an 
area where population drainage 
has helped forest retention and 
in a time when there must be 
new industries to convert the 
increasing wood volume into 
usable products. 


DhrlsioB Properties 


Goodman Division has a saw­ 
mill, dimension stock mill and 
veneer mill at Goodman, Wis., 
set in a forest of 70,000 acres 
which has been cut 5 times and 
which increases in productive 
capacity. 


In the UiHPer Peninsula it 
has 250,000 acres of forest lands 
in Houghton and Keweenaw 
counties (old C&H mineral 
holdings) and 15,000 acres of 
forest lands in Luce and Chip­ 
pewa counties which it acquir­ 
ed in the liquidation of the At­ 
las Plywood Corp., which had 
veneer plants at Gladstone and 
Munising. 


It is significant that the 
smaller Goodman acreage has 
more mature hardwood sawtim- 
ber on it than the much larger 
Keweenaw holdings of the di­ 
vision. 


The Division has a bandsaw 
mill and pulp chipper (selling 
chips to the Huss Mill at Onto­ 
nagon) at M<^awk in Kewee­ 
naw, producing 6.5 million 
board feet of lumber a year, all 
from C&H Keweenaw lands. 
UP. lands also produce 40,000 
cords of pulpwood in the round 
annually. 


The Division has a small saw* 
mill at Sault Ste. Marie, On­ 
tario cutting 4 million board 
feet a year and it has cutting 
rii^ts on 350,000 acres of gov­ 
ernment timberlands in On­ 
tario. 


WoM Market 


The Goodman complex pro­ 
duces lumber, dimension stock, 
veneer and 
pulping 
chips, 
which go to Marathon Division 
of American Can Co. at its 
Rothschild, Wis., miU. The 
Goodman veneer production 
uses about 5 million board feet 
of logs a year and the operation 
here at Mellan about 6 million 
board feet. 


Goodman Division acquired 
the veneer mill here a year ago 
from Penokee Veneer Co., 
which succeeded Kiel Wooden- 
ware Co. in the operation. Two 
earlier mills on the site burned. 
It is in this viUage of 1,800 
population 25 miles west of 
Ironwood in Ashland County, a 
««depressed area" so-called, like 
most of our Northern Lakes 
Area, of mostly upland hard­ 
wood forests with dominant 
government ownership at the 
federal and county level. (Tax 
reverted lands in Wisconsin go 
to counties and not the state, 
as in Michigan.) 


When Goodman Division took 
over this mill it employed 89 
parsons. Today it employs 189, 


reports Manager Allen E. Wil­ 
liams, who grew up on Delta 
Coimty*s Stonington Peninsula, 
where his mother, Mrs. Ida 
Williams still Uves. Half the 
mill's employes are women and 
its labor needs are so urgent 
that employes come from as far 
as Hurley, 25 miles distant. 
Biggest Emplofer 
The mill is Mellen's biggest 
employer, with a payroll of 
more than $1 million a year and 
it is a big high quality log 
market, with truck-in local 
suppliers providing about 20 
per cent of its needs. The rest 
come from Bilinnesota, Iowa and 
more distant Wisconsin, with 
some from Illinois and **not 
much'* from the Upper Penin­ 
sula. The species: red oak, hard 
maple, gray elm, red elm, birch 
and basswood. 


Veneer Machines 
The mill has three veneer 
lathes which take a continuing 
cut from a log, in 54 inch, 100 
inch and 230 inch widths, and 
17 foot *‘slicer" which cuts 
veneer off a squared flitch of 
timber. It is planning a major 
lathe replacement in a modern­ 
ization program which has al­ 
ready replaced its old vat co6k- 
ers for logs with a big new 
steam chest that prepares logs 
for processing under tightly 
controlled conditions, which re­ 
duce log splitting and other 
problems. 


Additions have brought the 
battery of veneer splicers to 8 
in the enlarged plant, «‘and 
one to come." The splicers put 
the veneer strips into 50 x 99 


inch panels which are trimmed 
to 4 X 8 feet for usage. They 
are sold to the big plywood 
firms on the Pacific Coast and 
elsewhere, to door manufac­ 
turers and to suppliers of the 
building trades and furniture 
manufacturers. 


CkKximan Division is betting 
on a new industrial usage oi 
the Lake Superior area’s abi­ 
lity to grow hardwoods of high 
attraction and useablllty and 
it is hastening to implement 
the new usage.

H ie scientists reported that 
ftlSiough the drug—magnesium 
pemoline—r^lMrtedly eiriiances 
lesming and memory in Tats, 
the memories of young m«le 
eollege students were not im­ 
proved by taking the drug. 


Results of the reaasrch by a 
team atlthe university’s Mental 
Health Research Institute were 
published in the current issue of 
SciiBet, the Journal of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 


Dr. John Burns, associate 
reseiurch psychologist, said the 
university experiment was one 
of the first studies to be con­ 
ducted to determine the effect 
of stimulants on humen learning 
and memory. 


*‘N<me of the results at the 
study indicate that the drug 
magnesium pemoUne Mhances 
learning in human beings," 
Bums reported. 


In fact, he said, learning be­ 
came slower as drug dosage 
Increased. 


The drug, which is not on the 
market, has been named Cylert 
by its manufacturer, Abbott 
Laboratories. 


Recent research has been 
reported indicating that Cylert 
facilitated learning of a simple 
avoidance 
response 
in rats 
selected as slow learners.

Weed KiUer Offers 
Better Diet Hope 
For Poor Nations 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Tiny 
doses of chemical weed killer 
can make some food crops up 
to 80 per cent richer in protein 
and may help enrich diets in the 
world’s poor nations, a scientist 
reported today. 


Dr. S. K. Ries of Michigan 
State University told the Weed 
Society of America that the 
weed killer Simazine increased 
protein content in rye, peas, 
corn, lettuce, cucumber, squash 
and rye grass plants. 


He said he is anxious to test 
it in the field on such crops as 
wheat, rice and other , forage 
crops. 


“Just think what it would 
mean if we would be able to 
increase the protein content of 
these crops 25 per cent,” he 
said. “We could then get the 
same amount of protein from 
four acres that we are now get­ 
ting from five.” 


Only Illness 
Excuses Under 
New Jury Plan 


PORT HURON (AP)-In the 
wake of a State Court of Appeals 
ruling, St. Clair County jurors 
are being selected in a new way. 


A three-member board of jury 
commissioners was established 
here to select at random a jury 
list for the entire country. 


The (Mily excuse for avoiding 
jury duty is illness under the 
new system. 


In January, the appeals court 
upheld the position taken by a 
Port* Huron attorney, Peter E. 
Bradt, who had challenged the 
makeup of a jury picked for an 
injury suit trial. 


Bradt said the. jury was not 
chosen at random, as th6 law 
requires, and that it was made 
up mostly of retired persons and 
housewives—people without bus­ 
iness obligations. 


The attorney was representing 
John A. Robson, who had filed 
a suit seeking $150,000 damages 
for an injury he said he suffered 
while working for the Grand 
Trunk & Western Railroad.
